John N. Patten, 53, Fallbrook-Rin- 
con school bus driver, dropped dead 
from a heart attack, brought on by 
heat as he returned home after com- 
pleting his tour of duty. 

Maximum temperature during the 
last 24 hours was 83 degrees, compared 
with 90 degrees Sunday. Extreme hu- 
midity which reached 60 per cent ac- 
companied the heat here. 

El Centro reported a maximum of 
109 degrees yesterday with 37 per cent 
humidity. 

Six fires, which swept more than 1,- 
000 acres of valuable watershed, graz- 
ing, timber and brush lands in San 
Diego County during the last 24 hours, 
were under control. 

Meantime, forestry officers began an 
intensive search for an alleged pyro- 
maniac, believed responsible for four 
fires which flared almost simultane- 
ously in the Foster area.
